‘Joe Tynan’ — an inside view of politics 


Everybody wants Joe Tynan. His 
constituents see him as a political, 
evangelist; his colleagues as a future 
presidential contender; his oppo- 
sition as a lethal weapon; and his 
family — well, they'd just like to see 
him one in a while. 


“The Seduction of Joe Tynan,” 
written by and starring Alan Alda, 
focuses on a politician’s struggle to 
balance his desires for political 
power with a normal, family life. 


Backstage politics has been the 
subject of many films in the past few 
years, but Alda projects a new di- 
mension in his film: Politicians can 
not only louse up in'the public are- 
na, they can put tremendous strains 
on the family unit by virtue of their 
positions. 


Alda (star of CBS's M.A:S.H.), in 
his role as a liberal senator from

Politics obviously takes its toll on 
a large percentage of its active par- 
ticipants.
